pital. 
Dense fog the cause. 
Fog 
that hides all signals, prevents all 
human safeguards, excuses railroads 
which escape actions for damages. 
That is the kind of fog we can create 
and we challenge the world to beat 
it. We also thought we were ahead 
in the sensational talk about "Feel- 
ing against Japan" but London dis- 
patches seem to be taking the lead 
of our Press Bureaus, and England 
has the best of the betting figures 
just now.
